An overflow crowd of ap 
proximately 300 students and 
faculty listened as John Gerassi lec- 
tured yesterday on the quest for 
freedom as viewed by Jean-Paul 
Sartre 

Gerassi began by describing the 
intellectual background of »artre, 
his struggle for individual salvation 
to collective consciousness. Gerassi 
presented this struggle as a “search 
for some kind of meaning outside 
so that we identify 
“1S per- 
manent, and we teel therefore that 
the tact we're born for no reason, 
die for no reason, somehow ends 
up having meaning.” 

Gerassi described Sartre as 
“bourgeois, middle-class, he didn't 
need anything in life .. much like 
all of us in academia.“Sartre did 
have a rminonty background of 
Protestant belief in a Catholic 
country. This Gerass: paralleled 
“with any minority experience in 
essence 


of ourselves”

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| Alienation To Collectivization 


A round of laughter erupted as 
Gerassi told the story of Sartre’s 
preparation for his PhD equivilent, 
“aggregation” Sartre had 
presented his thesis, in which he ex- 
hibited his self-confidence and 
originality, which naturally 
flunked. Sartre confronted a friend 
of his, who had passed, trying to 
discover what he had done wrong 
His friend simply explained that 
Sartre didn't know the “system.” 
The system required that he give 
his teachers what they wanted, 
originality revealed the student was 
better than his teacher 

Armed with this bit of advice, 
Sartre went with his girlfnend, 
Simone de Bauvoir, to study all the 
dissertations that had come in first 
or second tn the last 8 to 10 years, at 
the various universities of France 
Sartre then made a memorandum 
of the things people quoted and the 
references they used. He then wrote 
a 38 page manuscript of what he 
wanted to say. Lastly, he looked up 
the references and quotes to fill in 


Aliens Must Be Authorized 


Immigration Commissioner 
Leonard F. Chapman, Jr., an- 
nounced that foreign students 
seeking summer employment will 
have to obtain permission from the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service rather than from school of- 
ficials 

Commissioner Chapman said 
that his decision to withhold 
authority from school officials to 
act on foreign student requests for 
summer work permission was 
intended to protect summer job op- 
portunities for American youth, in- 
cluding Vietnam veterans and 
members of minority groups 

He said the decision was based 
on labor market advice furnished 
by the U.S. Manpower Ad- 
ministration. 


“For several years the Man- 
power Administration has advised 


us that unemployment among 
American youth is of such 
magnitude that summer em- 


ployment of aliens is depriving 
young Americans of needed em- 
ployment opportunities,” he said. 


In reviewing immigration 
policies since taking office last 
November Mr. Chapman said he 
found that foreign students had 
been allowed to engage in em- 
ployment under the summer 


program without regard to any 
adverse change in financial cir- 
cumstances. He expressed the view 
that this policy is not warranted. 


But he emphasized that foreign 
students in need of employment for 
economic reasons due to un 
foreseen circumstances which 
arose after entry into the United 
States may continue to apply to the 
Service for work permission at any 
time. 

Mr. Chapman said that the 
Department of State, which was 
consulted by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service prior to the 
decision to limit foreign student 
employment, expressed the view 
that there is an important foreign 
policy benefit to the United States 
from the presence of young 
foreigners studying in this country 
who later take home with them not 
only academic knowledge gained 
here, but also greater knowledge of 
this country. 

“In balancing the labor market 
im pact against the foreign relations 
aspects, | have concluded that 
protection of job opportunities for 
young Americans, including 
minority youth and Vietnam 
veterans, is the paramount con- 
sideration at this time.” 

According to the U.S. Man- 
power Administration, he said, the 
unemployment rate amoung youth 
exceeds the national average. A biil 
in the Congress, H.R. 982, which 
has twice passed the House of 
Representatives and is pending in 
the Senate, would impose criminal 
penalties on employers of aliens 
who are not authorized to work.

New Evidence Offere 


(ZNS) A leading New York 
criminologist has sent an affadavit 
to Los Angeles county officials 
alleging that more than one gun 
was used in the 1969 assassination 
of Senator Robert Kennedy in Los

The affadavit filed by Dr 
Herbert Macdonell of Elmira 


College — is based on the doctor's 
photo-microscopic study of the 
bullets recovered immediately after 
R.F.K. was shot. 

According to Professor Mac- 
donell, he has carefully analyzed 
two bullet slugs recovered after the 
assassination. One of the slugs was 
removed from Kennedy's neck and 


Saigon, Prisoner Sought 


(ZNS) Students at Stanford 
University have voted to offer a 
students’ guest professorship to 
South Vietnamese journalist and 
architect Nguyen Huu Thai. 

Thai is currently being held asa 
political prisoner by the Saigon 
government, and has been im- 
prisoned for the past one-and-a- 
halt years, despite the fact he has 
never been brought to trial. 

Ina referendum last wesk, Stan- 
ford students voted 1669 to 960 to 


hire Thai at student body ex- 
pense — to teach. 

The drive to free Thai and to br- 
ing him to the United States ha 
been joined by Congressin ete 
McCloskey. McCloskey h aid 


he will ask both Congress and the 
State Department to exert pressure 
on the Thieu government to release 
Thai. 

Student organizers sponsoring 
the campus-wide vote said they had 
pressed for the issue because they 
feared that Thai might never be 
released. They cited a study by 
Amnesty International which es- 
timates there are currently 100,000 
“political prisoners” confined in 
the Thieu government's jails, in ap- 
parent violation of the 1973 peace 


accords which calls for the release 
of all political prisoners. 


A similar invitation last May 
from Columbia Law _ School 
secured the release of North Viet- 
namese lawyer Ngo Da Thanh. She 
had been jailed since 1971 after 
publicly protesting the fact that 
President Thieu’s name was the 
only name appearing on the 1971 
presidential ballot

Professor Macdonell states that 
after comparing microscopically, 
the disfiguration in the surfaces of 
both bullets. he has determined 
that they were fired by different 
guns.

Ward's coroner's committee 
will hold a public hearing on May 
13 to re-examine all evidence 
collected during the Robert 
Kennedy assassination inquiry. 

Los Angeles County Coroner 
Dr. Thomas Noguchi will testify 
that Kennedy was hit by bullets 
fired from behind the senator at a 
distance of just a few inches. Most 
eyewitnesses to the shooting placed 
Sirhan Sirhan, the convicted as- 
Sassin, as being at least six feet in 
front of R.F.K. when the shooting 
occurred 

Ward predicts that other 
evidence — to be made public on 
May 1|3—will be “curprising, start- 
ling and unexpected.”

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One Of The Highest Streaks Ever

Birth Control 
Pill For Men 
Climaxes 


(ZNS) Scientists with the 
Population Council's 
national Committee For 
traception Research believe they 
are lose to pertecting birth control 
pills tor men 

The organization, working 
under a grant from the Ford Foun- 
dation. is already testing the male 
birth control method on volunteers 
in Sweden, Brazil and Austria 

The basis of the theory is to give 
men periodic doses of two hor- 
mones which, when combined in 
the body, make them temporarily 
sterile. The two hormones used are 
“testosterone” and “progestrogen”. 

In the current studies, the tes- 
tosterone is contained in a time- 
release capsule implanted under 
the skin. The progestoren is then 
given in pill form — although it can 
also be given by implants or by in- 
jection 

The investigators report that 
the method appears to work, with 
no apparent side effects. The only 
thing they don’t know yet is if there 
will be any long-term drawbacks.

soldiers one minute and answering 
an Officer’s interrogations the next. 


Garber had the good fortune to 
arrive in Athens the same weekend 
students who had occupied the 
Politechnic Institute decided to 
march on the Ministry of Interior 
(National Police Headquarters) 
downtown. 


Realizing that free elections

Martial Law was declared late 
Saturday afternoon. At the tourist 
hotel on the outskirts of town, 
things were kept quiet. The night 
clerk, however, was an English 
speaking student, who seemed will- 
ing to talk to Garber about what 
was happening. 


They met the next morning and 
walked downtown, with the 
nightclerk’s friend. When they 
reached the middle of the city, they 
were surprised to find the streets 
lined with tanks, weapon carriers, 
and soldiers. To avoid suspicion, 
they spoke in English. But, to their 
disenchantment, one of the nearby 
officers also understood English. 
He approached the three, and ad- 
dressed Garber. “Are you a 
citizen?” 


‘No. Visitor.” 
“Come with me, please.” 


Garber was taken into the front 
otfice of the Police building. The 
students were takne into a back 
room. Garber was questioned for 
hours, and then he was 
released. Before leaving he asked 


two 


the English speaking officer, 
“When will the students be 
released?” 


“Shortly.” 


“I'll wait for them.” 

They were soon _ released, 
although Garber believes they were 
interrogated rather severely. As the 
three walked out of the building. 
the students remained quiet, and at 
the first opportunity bade Garber 
good day 

A week later Professor Garber 
returned to the university, his 
curiosity still unsatisfied. The 
Institute displayed the kind of ar- 
chitecture, characteristic of a 
forgotten past. The majestic white 
pillars of the buildings splattered 
with red paint, the walls defaced 
with obscene phrases, and the 
streets littered with shattered glass, 


presented an ironic documentary 
of present day Athens. 

Garber stated that the Greek 
people reflected fear and tensionin 
their expressions. “They were in- 
timidated, not angered or incensed, 
they were afraid.” 

In an article written for New 
America by Garber, he quotes 
General loannidis as saying 
“Democracy cannot be imposed by 
law its achievement needs a 
reformation from within to cover 
all aspects of life.” The peoples’ 
hope for free elections will go un- 
fulfilled, until the Greek Military 
decides it is time or “when the 
country is ready.”

In 1889, an extremely im- 
portant meeting was held in Paris 
The Second International! 
Congress was formed and adopted 
some important resolutions. There 
were twenty countries represented, 
including the United States. It was 
the largest international gathering 
in world labor history. Many 
workers throughout the world 
were encouraged by this meeting 
Perhaps the 8-kour day wasn’t an

ticipating in the most skillfully 


organized parade I have ever 
witnessed There were hotel 
workers, cane cutters, tobacco 


workers, factory workers, food ser- 
vice workers, bus drivers, 
chauffeurs, nurses, doctors, 
teachers, construction workers, 
students, and the militia. They 
came from every province in Cuba 
and represented the most exem- 
plary workers in the entire country 

The parade lasted for three

militia participated in the parade. The enthusiasm exhibited was overwhelming. 


United States. In 1888, the 
American Federation of Labor 
(commonly known as the A.F.L.) 
adopted a resolution calling for a 
general labor strike in May 1890. 
Tremendous labor struggles were 
taking place during those years. 
Most familiar were the Haymarket 
Riots. The crucial issue was the 8- 
hour work day. The proposed 
strike was to be he!d on May First, 
with demonstrations taking place 
all over the country. 
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The Second Internationa! 
elected to endorse the A.F.L.’s plan 
for a general strike on May First of 
the coming year. Consequently, 
May First, 1890, marked a world 
solidarity of workers. 

The tradition is honored in 
many countries today, but not 
America. Since WW II, celebration 
of this day has disappeared in our 
country, due to the stigma of 
‘radicalism’. Now, May Day in the 
U.S. is proclaimed as ‘Loyalty 
Day’, and most Americans aren't 
even awarc of this day. 

Cubans are very much aware of 
‘Primero de Mayo’. The climatic 
event of the day takes place in the 
Revolutionary Plaza in Havana.

What Work Means to the People 


Having worked in Cuba for six 
weeks in construction, | came to 
understand the meaning of werk to 
Cubans. A work week consists o: 
five and one half to six and one half 
days, depending on the amount of 
voluntary production. A normal 
week begins on Monday at 7 a.m. 
and ends early Saturday afternoon. 
Many construction workers con-

tonal Workers’ Day of the Worid. Approximately, 200,000 workers, students and 


tinue their jobs on Sunday mor- 
nings. Because housing is needed 
so desperately, special brigades of 
workers have been organized. They 
are called microbrigades. 

Che aim of the microbrigades is 
to try to soive the housing shor- 
tage. Through the efforts of 
workers from _ factories, 
workshops, and other work 
centers, small construction 
brigades are formed at meetings 
held in the different work centers. 
The workers commit themselves to 
construct the dwellings without 
affecting the daily production 
plans of their own work centers. 
The work of the construction mic- 
robrigades is made possible by the 
additionz’ fours put in by the 
workes that remain in the centers. 
They do the work of the volunteer 
brigades by ‘plus’ hours of work. 

The microbrigades are com- 
posed of the best workers. Also, 
they must not themselves be in 
need of housing for they 
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understand that they are building 
those houses to fill the needs of a!! 
the workers in their work centers 


Alamar — a New City 
For 100,000 People 


We visited a large construction 
site in progress. Upon completion, 
it will hold 100,000 people. It will 
be a new city with schools, laun- 
dries, food centers, electricity, run- 
ning water, furniture, and a 
television in each house. For many

Cubans, accustomed to shacks of 
grass and mud, this will be their 
firs’ real house. I couldn't 
understand why the workers in the 
microbrigades would volunteer ex- 
tra hours of work for someone 
else’s home 

“If you could see where our 
comrades live, you would work 
hard too”, one construction 
worker told me. “Every day the 
live in such holes it’s a crime. My 
house isn’t too good, but the other 
companeros have more needs than 
me. We want to see our friends in 
the work centers happy. Look, here 
we will have laundries, furniture, 
water, schools, medical ciinics, day 
care centers, a swimming poo! ...” 

Enrique, another microbrigade 
worker, continued, “The mic- 
robrigades were Fidel’s idea. They 
solved the problem of where to get 
workers to build houses. We 
couldn't take them from key in- 
dustries without making up the 
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Pf The World (And The Glory Of Work) — 


work. It ts a real communist ideal 
to us. Many of us have houses, so 
we build for others. When vou have 
a home, you know how important 
itis. It makes us work harder.” 

Che Guevera, once Cuba's 
Minister of Economics, said, “To 
build communism, a new person 
must be created simultaneously 
with the material base.” Many 
people in Cuba have changed their 
ideas and wavs of life A new 
consciousness is developing among 
working peop'e. A consciousness 
that includes a perspective on the 
value of human life, hard work, 
education and the sharing of all 
these social benefits 

Enrique is an example of La 
Gente Nueva, the new people of 
Cuba. He works eleven hours a 
day, he ts director of his construc- 
tion site, a member of the Party, 
father of four children, and a 
student at a technical school. And 
still he says, “But still I could do 
more. We can always do more.” 

From our perspective, a man 
like Enrique may seem almost 
foolish for putting so much of his 
own time into the country’s 
growth. But in Cuba, men like him 
are highly honored. They set exam- 
ples for others to follow. I met 
many workers that felt the way En- 
Tique does. 

One oid carpenter said to me, “I 
am raising my children so they can 
understand the Revolution and 
develop the correct attitudes that 
will perpetuate our new society. 
Bourgeoise people. those with 
money and littlk work, don't 
understand hard work and what it 
means. If they did, they would have 
had a greater respect for working 
people.” 

We must understand that this 
man of 50 years had lived long 
before the Revolution and knew 
what it meant to live under the old 
regimes. He spoke from his heart 
for he had never obtained any for- 
mal education. He elected not to 
attend night school himself, so that 
he “could work more hours to 
build this school, so that my 
children can get an education. I’m 
too old, but they are young. I work 
for them.” 
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This is our Brigade marching in the May Day Parade. We were the first American Brigade to be asked to march in: 


the parade. 


Setbacks must be Corrected 


There have been problems in 
developing good working at- 
titudes. A Revolution does not 
change everyone’s attitudes over 
mght. In 1970, the Cuban people 
experienced what is known as “the 
failure of the ten million ton sugar 
harvest.” The goal for the sugar 
harvest in 1970 was ten million 
tons. They failed to reach this 
quota by one and a haif million 
tons Fidel investigated the 
situation and discovered that the 
workers morale was very low. 
Their depression was traced to the 
Trade Unions. Apparently, the 
workers voices had been ignored 
for a period of time. This resulted 
directly in tow morale, which 
caused low production. 

The Trade Unions were 
reorganized to include a much 
stronger input from the workers. 
Intimidation by union leaders was

dealt with. Workers who hadn't 
been organized into a union were 
organized. A Trade Union was 
developed for each industry. The 
reorganization of Trade Unions 
and communications led to the 
growth of the Thirteenth Workers’ 
Congress. 

This Congress represented the 
largest, most democratic workers’ 
assembly in Cuba’s history. Full 
discussions of complex economic 
problems facing the workers were 
held in every work place. Each 
worker was given a booklet of the 
issues, attended study groups and 
local assemblies.

The Cliff Swallows are 
back in their homes on the 
Music Building. According 
to Betty Kimball of the Sac- 
ramento Audubon Society 
who handles’ “seasonal 
observations”, the birds 
began filtering into the Sac- 
ramento area on February 
18 oddly, one month 
betore the swallows return to 
Capistrano 

They discovered _ this 
choice location with nooks 
of rough finished concrete, 
spreading lawns with a con- 
tinuous supply of insects, a

Most of the 1000 birds have located 


ready supply of mud and 
safety, about two years after 
the building was completed 
in 1967. By August 23, 1971, 
swallows had built enough 
nests on the Music Building 
to concern Gordon 
Landsness, director of Plant 
Operations, who intended to 
cleanse the building of the 
sull occupied nests. 

An Ad Hoc committee 
made up of student and 
faculty representatives, 
former University President 
Bernard Hyink and 
Landsness was formed to ex- 
amine the ‘swallow 
Situation”. After viewing the

nests they agreed the school 
would wash walls and nests 
after the birds left, under the 
assumption that the birds 
would return the following 
spring. “It was also proposed 
that if any alternate plan for 
swallows on college 
buildings be devised that it 
be presented to the Campus 
Planning Committee.” 

Fred Lythgoe, assistant 
chief of Plant Operations, 
said they had not received a 
request to discourage the 
swallows, but that it was 
their feeling that the bird 
nests detracted from the 
Music Building. After view- 
ing a destroyed nest he said 
he was amazed how filthy 
the nests were and said that 
the annual washing serves as 
a house cleaning for the 
swallows. 

Not all of the nests are 
removed, however. Only 
those nests on the second 
and third levels (as high as a 
garden hose will reach) of 
the west wall are removed, 
which represents about one- 
half of the total nests. 

Cliff Swallows are 
covered by the Migratory 


stimulus. 


Bird Treaty Act; thus a per- 
mit is required to remove 
nests while the birds are ac- 
tive. Jack Dawns of the Sac- 
ramento division of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
said, “Where they are 
welcome,” e.g. Capistrano, 
“never have we reported a 
health problem per se.” They 
are the best check on insect 
populations that we have. 
When the swallows 


return each spring they face 
the ngors of late winter. 
Those birds without nests 
are most vulnerable. In cer- 
tain years large numbers of 
swallows succumb at this 
time. Eliminating part of the 
swallow nests on one side of 
the Music Building does lit- 
tle to improve the looks of 
the building and harms an
